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BONDING THE TOWNSHIP.

Much Interest has been 
in the views expressed In last week's 
Citizen on the subject of bonding the 
township for stone roads. It is very 
evident that opinion on the bonding 
proposition needs ctystalllzlng. Even 
those who are apparently heartily in 
favor of bonding do not appear to have 
well defined ideas, either as regards the 
object to be attained or the methods to 
be made use of. 

The ill defined desire to bond the town 
starts from a solid position—that good 
roads are a necessity and that good 
roads coat money. As has been before 
stated in these columus, the system of 
raising money year by year for stone 
roads is in many respects the best that 
could be pursued. But it is lately en¬ 
countering s difficulty, which threatens 
not only to destroy this method of .rais¬ 
ing money, but is breeding such an 
amount of ill feeling between sections of 
the township as to seriously hamper the 
proper administration of the township 
government. The difficulty mentioned 
Is t4at\>f the deciding where the stene 
roads are to ba built. As long as the 
majority of the taxpayers were satisfied 
with the decisions of the Township 
Committee on this point, all went well, 
but the dissatisfaction has grown year 
by year, until It is probable that another 
year will find the matter in the courts.

In theory, it is becoming almost Im¬ 
possible to apply It in practice, and 
therefore the proposition comas forward 
to raise at onc£ a sufficient sum of 
money to pave all the important roads 
at once. 

It is probable that nothing but the 
lack of a pro|»er survey prevented an 
extensive road-building scheme from 
coming before the public this time Iffst 
year; and. were tbe conditions the same 
now as then, there Is little doubt that 
such, a scheme wouid And favor thl* 
year. But some very important ekaages 
have taken place since then, injecting 
new elementa of do*bt and difficulty 
into the solution of the poad pioblem. 
One of them is the fact that the Town- 
•hfep Committee has committed as to the 
payment of the expense of a trunk-line 
sewer. What amount of money it will 
take to liquidate this obligation of the 
township can be but Imperfectly esti¬ 
mated. Pending the determination of 
the bonded debt which this sewer mat¬ 
ter will necessitate, conservative people 
are inclined to hesitate about adding 
anything further tu f their financial 
burdens. 

A second difficulty is thp unexpected I 
movemenh- looking towards the onttiog 
off from the township a largo strip ef its 
*0*4 valuable territory. Many tax¬ 
payers were led^to acquiesce in tbe 
sewer contract because it was strenuous¬ 
ly demanded by leading citizens living 
on or lo the vicinity of Ridgewood 
Avenue. They felt that thla territory 
had* not received that financial con -1 
slderatlon to which It was entitled, and I 
they were willing that the town should be 
bonded as a whole, for a benefit which 
would met* largely accrue to Glen 
Ridge. If now it should happen that 
Olen Ridge should separate from the 
reet of Bloomfield, and carry with It a 
large and valuable strip of territory 
n«rth of it, cautious people seem to 
think that It Would be well to welt, and 1 1 
first find out what share of the sewer!;
